OPERA TROUPE AMONG VICTIMS. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 


PALMA, Ieland of Majorca, Feb. 11.—One 
hundred and fifty-six persons perished when 
the French transatlantic line steamer, Gen- 
eral Chanszy, crashed in the night on the 
treacherous reefs near the island of Minorca. 
Only one man is known to have escaped. The 
vessel was driven helplessly from its course 
in one of the wildest storms that have swept. 
the Mediterranean sea in forty yeare. 

The sole survivor is an Algerian oustoms 
official, Marcel Rodel, who was rescued by a 


fisherman, and who lies tonight in the hos- j 


pital at Ciudadela raving as a result of his

In the ship's sompany there were eighty- 
sever passengers, of whom thirty were in the 
first cabin. The crew numbered seventy. 
The ship was under the command of Capt. 


Cayol, one of the most careful officers of the:

He had intended 
to retite trom the service in the near future

The passengers of the Chahsy were mostly 
French officers and officials returning to 


their posts in Algeria, accompanied by their

Among the names on the passenger: list 
were Green and Stakély’ They were mem 
bers af an opera troupe of eleven, which had 
been engaged to sing at the Casino in Algiers.

Pathetic Scenes at Port. 

ILLES, Feb. 1I.—The news of the 
wreck of the General Changy caused conster- 
nation in this city, whence the vessel sailed. 
Relatives and friends of the passengers and 
crew rushed to the steamship office, implor- 
ing details of the accident. Pathetic scenes 
were enected when they were informed that 
with the exception of one passenger all on 
board had perished. 

A girl whose betrothed was on board the 
lost vessel went to the quay about the time 
of the wreck, which occurred near midnight, 
in a state of great excitement. She shouted, 
time and again: There has deen a disas- 
ter; I had a vision of it! 

The newe of the foundering of the vessel 
did not arrive until many hours later. 

Capt. Cayol possessed the general confi- 
dence. He had received the decoration of the 
Legion of Honor. He sometimes t ‘as twitted 
on his extreme caution. Once, replying to a 
person who had complained of him because 
of his caution, he said: “1 have eight cnil- 

waiting for me at home and I am not 
going to take the risk of sinking for the sake 
of an hour.”

The guard of a stiletto was found near the 
body, having apperently been wrenched off 
in the struggle. 

Two Itallane were arrested and taken to 
the West Chicago avenue station as suspects, 
but it was said at.2 o'clock this morning 
that both had been released. 


Murder Act of Revenge? 

The police have two theories as to the mo- 
tive for the crime. One of them is that Wiit- 
shire was killed for revenge by two mien 
whom he aided the police in sending to the 
penitentiary om the charge of robbing « 
clothing store in North Halsted street. 

The other theory is that of robbery. Wilt- 
shire’s pockets had been pulled wrong side 
out and there was evidence that his desk had 
been randacked for booty. In their hurry to 
get away from the scene of the murder, the 
supposed robbers left $2 in cash in one of the 
drawers of the office desk. ;

Later he discovered that the gloves had been 
stolen from a dry goods store at 464 North 
Halsted street, they said. 

He returned the property to the owner 
und caused the arrest of the peddlers who 
had sold the gloves to him. They were con- 
victed on a charge of burglary.

INGNORENEW TAX LAW BLANKS 


Corporations Show Contemptu- 
ous Spirit, Hertz Says. 


COLLECTOR GIVES WARNING. 


Customs Officer Will Enforee Provyi- 
sions of Act to the Letter. 


Certain corporations, in a spirit of con- 
tempt for the new corporation excise tax, 
are throwing into the waste paper basket the 
blanks furnished them by Collector of Cus- 
| toms Henry L. Herts for use in making re- 
turns to the revenue department of net in- 
comes from which the taxes are assessed. 
Mr. Herts sald this yesterday, and added 
that these corporations will get into trouble 
if they are not careful. 


“ Blake for furnishing the enn re- 
quired by law,” Mr. Hertz said, “ are being 


furnished the corporations, joint stock com- 
panies, and insurance companies subject to 
. 


to make the required returns within the pre- 
ascribed time will not relieve the corporations 
from the penalties provided in the law. 


Says Blanks Are Tossed Aside. 

“T have met a number of persons recently 
who have informed me that the blanks malled 
to corporations by this office have been 
thrown in the waste paper basket, just as has 
been the custom for years with the blanks 
sent out by the board of assessors of Cook 
county, office will see to it that thelaw 
is complied with.” 

Mr. Hertz called attention to the provisions 
of the corporation excise tax law, and especi- 
ally to paragraph 8 of the section, providing 
for a penalty fornfailure to make the required 
ret 


urns. 

“All returns must be in thie office by 
March 1. Any corporation which refuses or 
neglects to make a return at the time speci- 
fied, or gives a false or fraudulent return, 
will be liable to a penalty of not lead than 
$1,000 or more than 810000. 

Few Exempted by the Law. 

“Every corporation, excepting those spe- 
cifically enumerated In the law as exempt, 
such as labor organizations, lodges, and 
others not formed for pecuniary gain, must 
make the return required by law, whether it 
bas a net income Hable-to the tax or not.“ 

All returns received, the collector said, are 
forwarded at once to the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. The commissioner, under the 
law, makes the assessments, Corporations 
assessed are due to receive information of the 
amount they must pay by June 1, and by the 
last day of the same month payment of the 
taxes aseessed must be made to the revenue 


department.

WEDDED IN SHADOW OF CRIME 


Countess Bon: Martini Becomes a 
| Bride in Italy. 


ONCE A MURDER CONVICT. 


Marriage Recalis' Killing of the Count 
Years Ago. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO rn .! 
ROME, Feb. 11.—Countess Theo di Linda 
Bon Martini, who for complicity in the mur- 
der of her husband was in 1005 sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment, today was pri- 
vyately married to Dr. Egidi in the town 
hall at Porto San Giorgio. 

The fathers of a couple of the countess’ 
children attended the ceremony. 

One of her former sweethearts, Dr. Secchi, 
who still was serving the ten years’ sen- 
tence imposed on him for complicity in the 
murder of Count Bon Martini, has been re- 
moved from the Bari prison to a private 
hospital in a dying condition. His Uiness 
is ascribed to his heart being broken by 
the uselesaness of his sacrifice to shield the 
countess from the consequences of her crime. 

After serving a year of her sentence the 
countess was liberated on condition that she 
Awell in her father’s house in Porto San 
Giorgio. He was made responsible for her 
behavior. The stipulation was withdrawn 
and her release made unconditional in May of 
last year. | 

The murder of Count Bon Martini dates 
back to 1902. It excited intense interest 
throughout Italy owing to political intrigues. 
One hundred lawyers were engaged in the 
trial, which lasted many months. 

The count was waylaid in his rooms and 
stabbed to death. 

At first it was believed the motive was rob- 
bery, but later it developed that the countess 
had been engaged in love affairs, and five 
persons were accused of the murder. 

Tullio Murri, the countess’ brother, and Dr. 
Naidi were each sentenced to thirty years’ 
solitary confinement; the countess and Dr. 
Secchi each to ten yéars, and Rosa Bonneti, 
the countess’ maid, to seven and a half years.

SEEKS YANKEE RECRUITS 


Await American Sharpshooters 
Before Resumption of the 


Fighting. 


BLUEFIELDSB, Nicaragua, Feb. 11.—Upon 
the arrival of Gen. Zeledon at Moogan yes- 
terday preparations were begun for another 
forward movement of Gen. Mena’s division of 
the insurgent army, the progress of which 
was checked by the goverhment forces in 
the recent engagement at Santa Clara. 
Managua is the objective point. That city is 
reported tonight to be under martial law. 

Walter Gordon's aid has been dispatched 
to Panama to recruit fifty moré Americans, 
who, armed with Winchester rifiés, are ex- 

to join Gen. Mena in three weeks. 
This move suggests that there will be no 
further actual fighting until the reinforce- 
ment of American sha 8 arrives. 

Gen. Matuty with 200 additional men is re- 
ported moving up the Mico river and ts ex- 
pected to form @ junction with Gen. Mena 
at the end of two weeks. 

The provisionels profess they are not dis- 
heartened by the repulse experienced by Gen. 
Mena and say he accomplished his purpose 
of diverting a part of the government forces 
from their movement against Gen. Chamorro 
in spite of the fact that a misinterpretation. 
of the commander’s orders necessitated a 
retreat earlier than had been expected. The 
death of Gen. Blandon, however, is a severe 
loss. 

There is great rejoicing here over the news 
that Gen. Chamorro has occupied Matagalpa, 
as that department is a fruitful source of 


supplies. : i 
Mistake in Interpreting Order. 

Gen. Blandon fell holding Mena s order to 
stand and fight. A misinterpretation of this 
order by another is held by the insurgents to 
be responsible for the retreat of their troops 
following their repulse at Santa Clara. They 
do not admit defeat, and declare that the 
way to Managua is open to them. 

The campaign is declared to have been well 
planned and energetically furthered. While 
Gen. Chamorro wae operating in the province 
of Matagalpa, Gen. Mena, with only 150 men 
and no field guns, attacked the enemy, 600 
strong and intrenched at a hill commanding 

Garitas. 

Shen the final fighting started the enemy's 
position was in the form of a semicircle. 
The government troops had been reinforced 
over night by 200 men and two Maxim and 
two Hotchkiss guns. These guns were well 
placed and, using smokeless powder, could 
not be located definitely by Mena. 

Mena's right wing, including Gordon's 
American sharpshooters, took an exposed po- 
sition within the enemy's semicircle, While 
his left wing wes sent to the rear of the ene- 
my at the right ‘of the steep hil. During 
the forenoon the fighting was chiefly between 
Mena's left and the enemy's right, the latter 
repulsing every attack. 

Conrad Shows Heroism. 

Col. Conrad commanded the insurgents’ 
Maxim gun, which was posted in an exposed 
position, His chief assistant was shot through 
the arm and hie ammunition tenders were 
wounded. Conrad himself was compelled to 
place cooling water on the gun jacket and to 
adjust the ammunition belts unaided. His 
Nicaraguans behaved themselves bravely, 
but were unable to reach the gun position 
in the face of the hail of bullets. Conrat's 
chief assistant, although wounded, did not 
move from.the side of his chief and only

Nicaraguan insurgents performed a brilliant 
exploit in saving Conrad’s gun after their 
commander had staggered to the rear. 

Four of Gordon’s Americans were the last

Zeledon, with his four guns and 200 men, 
arrived, Mena would have taken the aggres- 
sive. 
The retreat of Gen. Mena's men afforded a 
weird sight. Conrad showed great vitality in 
spite of the loss of blood.

American Companies Seen as Trying 
to Usurp Force. 


(CHICAGO TRIBUND BURRAU.) 

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 11.—[Special. }]—Canada 
has entered upon a general plan to prevent 
the export of power developed along the in- 
ternational boundary line to industries lo- 
cated on the Am side. The struggic to 
prevent the export of Canadian power is 
actuated by the fear that the industria) de- 
velopment in the manufacturing cities along 
this side of the boundary line will be handi- 
capped if the policy is sanctioned. 

Before a committee of the house of com- 
mons today the St. Lawrence power problem 
again came to the front. The committee was 
asked to approve of a bill granting ine st 
Lawrence Power Transmission company the 
right to export power. This company denied 
it was associated with the St. Lawrance 
Power company, which asks permission of 
the internatiOnal waterways commission to 
construct à 700,000 horse power dam at Long 
Sault rapids, but F. H. McGu'~-n of Toronto 
is the leading figure in both campanies. 


Niagara Center of Fight, 

C. M. McGrath, member of parliamen: de- 
clared before the committee that Canada 
would have to demand a settlement of the 
Niagara power questions by preventing the 
present export of power from the Canadian 
side to the United States. 

The fight on these two questions. 
with the Ontario government's 8 
permit the Minnesota and Ontario Power 
company to export power from its Fort Fran- 
cis power stations to the Minnesota aide of 
the Rainy river, is all part of a genera! plan 
to retain all the Canadian power for future 
use by the Canadian industries. 

Montreal opponents of the Long Sault 
power dam claim that Standard Ou capital 
is represented in the company which seeks 
the right to undertake the big project. There 
has been no evidence of such interests in 
the proposition aa it has been presented to 
the international waterways commission. 


Fight Over Naval 

Interest in the fight for the establishment 
of a Canadian navy has been shifted to 
the ranks of the French Canadians of Que- 
bec, who virtually exercise the controlling 
power in the dominion government. Henry 
Bourassa, who is fallying the Nationalist 
forces for a bitter struggle to prevent the 
adoption of any naval policy, has been met 
by the announcement of L. J. Tarte, head of 
the powerful La Patrie newspaper, that he 
will undertake the organization of French 
Canadians in support of the full government 
program.

HOPE FOR ARBITRATION. 


Each Side to Submit Plans of 
Settlement at Conference to 
Be Held Today. 


Consideration of the wage dispute between 
the railroads and the switchmen — 
with the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
was reopened yesterday by the joint confer- 
ence committee in session in the Rallway 
Exchange building. As a result of thls move 
the prospects of an amicable settlement of 
the controversy are brighter. 

Arbitration of some sort, it was stated, will 
be adopted as a way out of the difficulty. 
On account of the opposition of the men to 
arbitration under the Erdman act the 
sentatives of the railroads withdrew r 
offer to arbitrate under the federal statute, 
and they also refused to submit the dispute 
to the state board of arbitration. 


Near to Agreement on Rules. 

Bieven disputed rules left wnsettied in the 
previous conference were en up with a 
view to reaching an agreement. Certain 
modifications of these rules were suggested 
by both sides, If the modified forms are 
adopted the rules will work out in such a 
way as to give a slight Increase in wages. 

The switchmen, however, insist that the 
demand for higher wages as made originally 
will be maintained, in spite of possible fa- 
vorable modifications of the working rules. 

It was suggested that each side select ar- 
biters and these choose an umpire, to which 
body the disputed question be referred. Bach 
side discussed this proposition at separate 
meetings during the day, and each gide will 
report its decision at today’s conference. 

Conciliatory Spirit Is Shown, 

Another session will be held today. It is 
likely that at this meeting some form of ar- 
bitration will be agreed upon on a common 
grouné found which will result in adjust- 
ment. Railroad officials predicted that the 
controversy would be terminated in a com- 
promise today, both sides having shown a 
disposition to make toncessions. 

B. F. Shadley, president of the state board 
of arbitration, left Galesburg in the evening 
for Chicago to be on the ground should the 
services of the board be required. He will 
visit the railroad officials and the union lead- 


ers today. 
O. L. Dickeson of the Burlington railroad, 


speaking in behalf of the general managers, 


said: 

“At no time have the railroads felt that 
anything but an amicable adjustment of the 
differences would be brought about, and the 
result of the present meetings has not caused 
us to change this opinion.”

With every Hungarian Roumanian I have met 
who has been in America I have been impressed 
by his quick intelligence. He is keenly alive to 
the material advantages to be gained abroad, 
but I doubt ff he ever removes permanently in 
order to better his mental condition or extend 
his liberty. 

The emigration of Hungarian Roumanians to 
America will probably continue, and, unless the 
new Hungarian emigration law ously inter- 
feres, will probably increase. Rouman- 
lan, as a rule, return after two or three years, 
we may follow for a moment the probable effect 
of his change. What happens to him as a re- 
sult of two or three years in the United States? 
He leaves for America alone, having, perhaps, 
mortgaged his land for his fare across the At- 
lantic. In America he will find conditions ab- 
solutely novel to him. His one idea will be to 
make as many dollars a day as he made 20 
cent pieces at home. . Consequently, he turns to 
anything which offers, whether it be a glass 
factory or a steel mill.

We may, indeed, look upon emigration in gen- 
eral ag comparabe to an invention. Like other 
inventions, the primary motive is not necessity, 
dire want or keen desire, but rather a getting 
into consciousness the desirability of the move- 
ment. Or, again, emigration may be compared 
to the movement which takes place when 4 peo- 
ple pass from one state or condition of culture 
into another. The motive which prompts the 
change varies. Southeastern Europe has for 
ages been more or less in contact with oriental 
culture, or, to state it in another way, the com- 
mon people are still largely in the condition in 
which they were one hundred, or even several 
hundred, years ago. 

The modern conception of culture, the move- 
ment which we call modern civilization, began 
in the west of Burope and is slowly making its 
way toward the east. This movement may be 
characterized as an increased complexity of Hfe 
in general, especially as an increased division 
of labor and function. The man of western

“Crop marketings again have ‘becomé re- 
markably extended. Movements of hides, 
leather, and lumber disclose seasonable ag- 
gregates, and the markets for raw materials, 
general merchandise, furniture, and auto- 
mobiles are stimulated by an enormous at- 
tendance of buyers. 

“Fashionable retail lines initiated. ad- 
vance displays of spring styles and the early 
demand creates much encouragement. Mail 
and road orders for staple wares come for- 
ward freely. Numerous reassortments were 
called for in dry goods branches, and many 
advices from the interior show winter stocks 
well depleted and the outlook exceedingly 
bright for future merchandising. 


Farm Reports Are Favorable. 


Farm reports continue favorable as to 
healthy growth of winter wheat and rye. 
Heavy orders for plantation needs and other 
materials point to an early start in spring 
work throughout the agricultural regions. 

The markets for breadstuffs exhibit fair 
activity, with average values but slightly 
changed, while provisions and live stock 
again advanced to high levels, despite mod- 
erate dealings.
